trate or describe sales features of the brand 


Merchandising trends 


Gift packs or wraps are important in cigar mer 
chandising and the focus of much promotional ac 
tivity at certain seasons of the year 

But one of the industry's greatest needs is to de- 
velop packages and merchandising techniques that 
will bring about a higher level of sales throughout 
the year. Since special-occasion packaging is less 
bound by tradition than the industry's “workhorse” 
packages and provides an opportunity to work 


freely with new materials designs and tex hniques, 








its greatest import may lie in the encouragement 1! 
provides for package experimentation. 

Despite the growing importance of package de 
sign in the cigar field, the protection angle cannot 
be overlooked, Much of the history of cigar pack 


aging has been the story of a continuous struggle to 


keep the product at just the right moisture level 

not too dry, not too damp. Prior to the appearance 
of cellophane, one of the most popular methods of 
achieving this protection was through the use of foil 
wrappers. Today, close to 100% of all cigars are 
individually wrapped in cellophane, regardless of 
what type of further package is employed, and much 
experimentation has been carried out on tear tapes 
and similar devices to facilitate convenient removal 


of the wraps without damaging the cigar. 


Glass and aluminum 


For higher-priced cigars, with longer shelf lives, 
a growing number of manufacturers are now mak 
ing use of individual glass tubes having a snap-in 
molded polyethylene plug. One type of plug widely 
used for this purpose is molded in two sections i: 
such a manner that the top insert may be produced 
in a contrasting color and carrying any desired 
brand name or design. The tubes are similar in 
design to laboratory test tubes and are made by the 
same type of automatic glass-blowing operation. 
Even if months elapse before the tube is opened, the 
user is assured of full flavor and aroma, 

Another type of individual tube used by some 
quality cigar manufacturers is of drawn aluminum 
sheet, fitted with a friction-type cover of the same 
material and having the joint sealed by means of a 
strip of pressure-sensitive cloth tape with a pull tab. 

Although various types of special humidor packs 
for cigars have been used for some time, present 
emphasis in this field is upon the use of new ma 
terials es pec ially molded plastics and new design 
approaches emphasizing the re-use versatility of the 
package after the cigars have been used, These plas- 
tic and glass humidors have been blossoming on 
tobaceo-goods counters in a variety of shapes and 
sizes to meet a wide range of merchandising needs.

They are first gently comy ressed by a roller into 
proper size to fit into the outer carton. Then a 
girl slips a folded set of pan liners between th 
two pouches. At the next station, the pouches move 
parallel to a row of chipboard folding cartons 
which, after having been automatically opened. 
ire travelling on a second conveyor. Since the pairs 
of pouches are linked together into a single unit 
it is a simple matter for girls to shove them by 
hand off their conveyor, across a narrow table and 
into the open ends of these cartons 

After being filled, the cartons are automatically 
closed and glued and the ends held under com 
pression for sealing. They then move on to b 
overwrapped. For this job, a standard high-speed 
cellophane wrapping machine has been converted 
for use with aluminum foil. It seals the wrapper 
in such a manner as to eliminate the conventional 
double-corner fold at the two ends As a result, all 
four side panels are completely free of overlapping 
folds and the ends have only a single fold. This 
leaves Dromedary unbroken space on the main 
panels for illustrations, instructions, suggested 
recipes and “sell” copy. The wrapper is cleverly 
designed so that a triangular white space becomes 
part of the single end fold on the top of the carton, 
creating a built-in spot for price marking. 

The front panel is devoted almost entirely to a 
giant, strikingly realistic, full-color photo reproduc- 
tion of a sliced cake. With gold-colored foil, Drom- 
edary has the advantage of having its cake set 
off against a background of gold 

Ihe foil, of course, has the extra value of pre- 
serving the mix itself. This is especially important,

Does Upjohn’s new program of radiation sterili- 
zation mean that pharmaceutical manufacturers can 
begin doing away with sterile rooms and the whole

According to Dr. Richard 5. Schreiber, Upjohn 
vice president and director of research, the answer 
to the above question is an emphatic “No.” It must 
he emphasized, he points out, that radiation sterili- 
zation is mainly a new tool which will augment 
rather than supplant sterilization equipment and 
practices presently used in the pharmaceutical field. 
It does not eliminate the need for scrupulous care 
and cleanliness in the handling of drugs and pack

has its limitations. Even a two-million-volt machine 
such as that used by Upjohn cannot penetrate bac- 
teria much deeper than a quarter-inch or half-inch. 
On the other hand, according to George Colovos of 
the Upjohn research staff, a principal advantage of 
the accelerator in comparison with other radiation 
sources is its greater power and speed and the fact 
that it can be conveniently turned off when desired. 
For example, the unit can accomplish in seconds 
what would require 24 hrs. using cobalt 60 as a 


source of radiation 


Limiting factors 


Dr. Schreiber points out that density of product 
and packaging medium is a major limiting factor in 
the application of radiation sterilization. Thus while 
the accelerator can efficiently sterilize the relatively 
small Eseaps in their thin cellophane strip packages, 
the handling of increased volumes of drugs in 
larger and heavier containers would slow down the 
process, require additional power and create other 
problems. Since liquids tend to block the sterilizing 
impulses, containers would have to be rotated dur 
ing the treatment in order to obtain uniform ex 
posure of the product within the package. 

And although the equipment can sterilize satisfac 
torily through various types of packaging materials 


including paper, glass and metal, the density of the 


package itself is a practical limiting factor requir- 
ing individual study. The possible effect of the treat 


ment on the container must also be evaluated; glass 
bottles, for example, assume a brownish caste after 
exposure to the treatment. However, this is pri- 
marily a visual change and does not affect the utility 
of the container, 

Experiments conducted to determine the influ 
ence of radiation sterilization treatment on typical 
flexible packaging materials such as coated cello 
phane, Pliofilm, bleached glassine, waxed paper, 


P o 
saran, etc,, 


indicate that such properties as water 
vapor permeability, greaseproofness, oxygen per 
meability, tensile strength and heat-seal strength are 
not seriously affected by such treatment. 

One of the principal problems which had to be 
solved by Upjohn scientists in working with the 
new-type sterilizing equipment was the determina 
tion of the precise killing effect on bacteria. Re 
search revealed that the kill increased at low tem 
peratures and was greatest at freezing and below 
On the other hand, high temperatures, the presence 
of protein, salt concentrations and certain pH levels 
made sterilization by this process more ditheult. A 
relationship was also established between the size 


of the bacterial population and the ability of the

The actual design work was performed in accord 
ance with recommendations set forth in “Technical 
Data on Plywood,” as published by the Douglas Fir 
Plywood Assn. The initial design indicated that

It was found that adequate shear resistance be 
tween sides top bottom and ends could be devel 
oped with Teco shear plates, thus (1) reducing the 
number of mechanical fastenings that would other 
wise be required and (2) permitting rapid assembly 
after prefabrication of parts. A washer nut was spe 
cihfled which was fastened to the box with wood 
screws.

Materials 


The plywood used conformed to Specification 
VIL-P-O066B (Ships), Type Il, Grade FE, Class | 
which is preservative-treated boat-hull plywood with 
Douglas fir faces and inner plies. Standard 8-ft 
lengths ol ply wood were scarfed together to make 
full-length 42-ft., 10-in, panels 

Lumber for horizontal and vertical members used 
in this prototype box was Douglas fir. However, the 
proposed specification lists Southern yellow’ pine 
and Western larch as alternate species. 

The grade of lumber sper ified for the new box is 
a structural grade having not less than a 1450 | 
rating under the rules published by the agencies 
referenced by Federal Specification MM-L-751. 

Although Douglas fir skid strips were used in the

Polyethylene bottle deformation 


The effect of ly pu al cosmetic emulsions 


is reported upon in this study, 


which suuvuests the use of O/N formulations 


©... the past lew years polyethylene has become 


increasingly popular as a packaging material. The 
cosmetic industry has adopted its use for a number 
of reasons. Primary among them is the fact that it 
unbreakable 


bottles of an attractive nature, Because of its novelty, 


can be used in making light-weight 


it presents a useful marketing advantage. It requires 
no plasticizer and remains flexible over a wide tem 
perature range. It does not contribute any odor to 
the products packaged in it 

Polyethylene has one major disadvantage which 
often limits its use as a packaging medium; it has 
a relatively high absorption and permeability rate 
for many materials. Parliman (4,5)' has described 
a test for determining the rate of transfer of liquids 
through polyethylene film and has given the results 
of tests on a series of liquids. Among the materials 
tested were many commercial products such as baby 
oil, hair dressing, after-shave lotion, shampoos and 
colognes. Pinsky and his co-workers (6) have re- 
ported additional data on the chemical and physical 
effects of typical chemicals, including some cosmetic 
ingredients, on polyethylene 

Of great importance to the cosmetic industry is 
the phenomenon of perfume loss when cosmetics are 
prac kaged in polyethylene bottles. W ight and his co 
workers (10) and others (1, 2,9) have studied the 
permeation rate of numerous perfume components 

Although these studies have been extensive, littl 
consideration has been given to the effect of typi al 
cosmet ingredients such as mineral oil, vegetable 
oils isopropyl nyristate-palmitate and surfactants 
on polyethylene, particularly in regard to theirs 
softening effect. Marriott (3) has mentioned the 
action of mineral oil on polyethylene and Robert 


son (7) has determined the swelling indices of poly 


ethylene in propylene glycol, castor oil and mineral 
oil, among others. Wight and his co-workers (10) 
described the effect of mineral oil and other less 


commonly used oils, 


Deformation 

One of the major problems which confronts the 
cosmetic industry when polyethylene is used as a 
packaging medium is deformation of the bottles dur 
ing shelf storage. Since this effect might well be 
related to the action of basic emulsion ingredients 
on the polyethylene, a brief study has been made to 
determine the effect of material such as mineral oils 
vegetable oils, fatty alcohols, fatty acids and sur 
factants. 

In this work, 4-0z. translucent blow-molded poly 
ethylene bottles from one source (molecular weight 
of 20,000 to 24,000 density, 0.92 g./ ce.) were com 
pletely filled with typical ingredients and capped, 
using a Teflon disk to obtain a tight seal. They were 
then weighed and observed periodically for weight 


changes and appearance during storage at 75 © 2 
deg. F., 50% relative humidity. Initial weight, final 
weight after four weeks and the appearance of the 
bottles after four weeks are shown in Table I. 

This series of tests showed that isopropyl myris 
tate-palmitate, light (65 75 Saybolt Universal Sec 
onds at 100 deg. F.), medium (180-190 Saybolt 
Universal Seconds at 100 deg. F.) and heavy (355 
375 Saybolt Universal Seconds at 100 deg. F.) vis 
cosity mineral oils, oleic acid and oleyl alcohol are 
among the materials which cause extreme deforma 
tion of the bottles during storage. Water, persic oil 
and several non-ionic surfactants had little effect on 
polyethylene bottles. Fig. 1 shows the appearance of 
some of the bottles after four weeks’ storage time 

We ight changes noted were small enough to in 
dicate that deformation was not caused by evapora 
tion of the pac kaged material. In fact. in some cases

In the first step 
of the packing operation, a hanger 
bar of the correct length is hung on 
the overhead support and one of the 
container bodies is slid up past it, 
leaving the hanger bar easily acces 


sible 


After the proper number of gar 
ments has been plac ed on the hanger 
bar, the corrugated sleeve is then 
lowered to the floor with the bottom 
end cap beneath it. Next, the hanger 
bar support is lowered by means of 
the rope-and-pulley system, permit 
ting the neatly aligned coats to slide 
down into the 


container without 


wrinkling or mussing. As they reach 
their final position, the ends of the 
hanger rod seat firmly on the side 
In the final 


phase of the packing operation, the 


walls of the container
